Burglary was virtually : unknown. 


But, the war changod oil thet. 
Burglars now are one of the 
greatest . menaces, particularly 
for foreign residents. Reasoning 
that many forelgners ‘have 
easily-portable things of valus, 
such ad cameras, watches, 
jewellery and ¢: tora, gan: 
specialise jn robbing their homes 
ond moter cars, The ‘burglars 
‘Tusually ore armed with knives, 
and often attack sleeping victims 
before ransacking a house. 

Embassies are among the 
arcatest eufforers, the houses of 
most Embassy officials having 
been robbed several times, On 
one occasion, o certaln om- 
bessador had to request lal 
permission to wear ordinery 
dress for an audience with the 
Efnperor because burglars had 
stolen his morning sult and 
other clothes the night beforg. 

The ombassador's predicament 
got a fot of publicity, ond 
resutted In much public criticium 
af the police, But that, in turn, 
served only to. emphasise that 
Japon'’s pecullar laws scem to 
‘be more on ‘the side of the 
burglar than on that of the 
bouscholder, For instance, a 
hhouscholder catching an intruden 
in’ the act and Icilling him in 
trying to protect himself and 
his possessions, 18 likely to be

READER writes: “I 
never know why 50 
many cookery books make 
such heavy weather over 
making marmalade.” 

Here is a Ministry 
recipe 1 published during 
war: 

Wash 6 Seville oranges 
(weighing about 1%1v.), put 
them into @ pan with 2 pints 
water and simmer gently for 
two hours with a lid on the 
pan.
